an html form (page 73).

Cairn 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
website www.digitaig.obe.com (Digita, G.obe, in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,956 027 
to Krishnamurthy. Digital Globe substantially discloses the claimed invention 

however, it does notdisciose the allowing the user to shareaview with another Party 
over the channe,. Digita, Giobe discloses "viewing parameters" and "using information 
from our web site" (page 126-128). 

Krishnamurthy, on the other hand, teaches a method of sharing an interesting 
WWW page with other users who have interest in the subject matter (a„ow the user to 
hare a view with another party over the channel) (abstract). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary ski,, in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to modify the method of Digital Globe, to include the 
allowing the user to share a view with another party over the channe,, as taught by 
Krishnamurthy. in order for a user to share with others a common subject matter 
interests (Krishnamurthy, col. 1, lines 38-40). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not reiied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
